Adjutant General Oorbin Bubmits an Inter-
esting Anunual Report.

FAVORS CGIVING VOLUNTEERS A MEDAL

Recommends thnt Exirn Pry Tle Al-
lowed OMcers Nelow the Grade of
Brigadier Genermd While Serve
Ing In New Possessions,

WASHINGTON, Nov, 1. —The¢ annual re:

port of the adjutant general of the army,
Drigadier General Corhin, to the seerctary
of war war mnde public toduy, Astde from
the atrictly technleal reoital of all the de-
talls of a busy sear [h military 1ife the re-
port zives much Interesting information of

a genernl character and submils numeroun
recommondations for the betterment of the
sorvice.
Gerneral
forces tow
States na:

Corbin Alims up the military
in the service of the United
Regular army, 64,580] volun-
teers, B4.56T4: total, 0A.100, The regular es-
tabllshment conaists of ten regimenta of
cavalry, seven of artillery and twenty-five
of Infantry. The volunteer establishment
conglsts of one regiment of cavalry, twenty-
four of infantry and a Porto Rlco battallon,

The distribution of these troops up to
October 1 was as follows: In the United
States, 04,220; Porto Rieo, 3,803; Cubn, 11,-
IS:., Phillppines, 32,315, enroute to the
Philippines, 17,008; Alaska, 409; Hawallin
islands, 466,

Genornl Corbin adds the following to the
summary: ‘It Is understond that by De-
cember 1 next all the Infantry regiments
of the United States volunteers shown above
n8 in the United Stales will have salled
for the I'hllippine islands. These, with the
troops now there will give a total strength
of 2,117 oMcera and 63,608 enllsted men, nn
nggregate of 65,725."

The service of many of the troops after
thelr enlistments had expired eauses Gen-
eral Corbin to say in his report:

"“The patriotism of the regulars and vyol-
unteera who enllsted only for the war with
Spain by willingly and aclively serving
after the gxplration of thelr terms of service
e¢nlle for evidence of appreciation on the
part of the department. To this end it Is
respectfully recommended that each officer
of the several volunteer organizations and
each enlisted man who continued In service
in the Phillppine Islands after March 2,
1898, until honorably discharged be awarded
a suitnbly loseribed medal.”

General Corhin pays a tribute to the of-
ficera of the new colored regiments dfawn
from the non-commigsioned officers of the
colored reglments of the regular army «1
of those who saw service In the war with
Spain and  says It ie belleved the bhest
equipped men of our colored cltizgens have
been commissloned.

Durlng the year there have heen 62,175
enlistments and re-enlistments, of which
63,024 were native born and 0,151 forelgn
born. In point cf color, $6,154 were white,
6,000 colored and twenty Indians,

Extran Pay for Ofllcers,

The following recommendation is made
for extra pay for officers serving in our
new posrsessions: ‘'The pay of all officers
below the grade cf brigadler general should
be Increased at least 38%% per cont swhile
on duty in Cuba or our new possessions,
Most of these gentlemen have famlilles that
they are unable to have with them and are
therefore compelled to malntyin  two es-
tablishments, Also, that provision be made
that all officers belew the grade of major
general who retire by renson of age or
wounds recelved in action shall do o on the
next grade above the rank held by them in
the regular army on the date of thelr re-
tirement."* ' § ot T

The report dwells on the ogurtpsies shown
cur troops by the Britlsh government of-
ficlals while stopping at Glbraltar and else-
where enroute to the Philippines and says
this international courtesy will long live in
the memories of both parties to the spon-
taneous exchange.

Recommendation i8 made that military
officers serving abroad at military attaches
be given Incremsed rank and pay. As the
increase in the army calls for an additional
number of military academy cadots to fll
vacancies, it Is recommended that thé pres-
ident be authorized to appoint ten annually
and that two be appeointed at large from
each state.

Satisfaction is expreesed that the “‘army
canteen' embarrassment has been removed
from the War department by the action of
congress In establishing certaln restrictions.
Recommendation s made that non-commis-
sloned officers be given additional pay in
order to attroct to theae places a worthy
clags willing to stay In those grades and
that twenty-five years' service as an en-
listed man shall be suficlent to admit to the
rotired list of enllsted men.

In & resumo, General Corbln says: “‘The
regular army ls now practically at & max-
imum, as are also the volunteer regiments.
The work Incident to all these changes,
brought about by the acts atoresald, involved
the enllstment of 238,600 volunteere. The In-
crease in the regulur army from 26,000 10
62,000, itz subgequent reduction and then
again Ite Increase- to 66,000, necessitating
numerous orders and instructions bearing
on the same, to say nothing of the complele
military record of every oMoeer and man of
this large force threw upon this department a
task the magnitude of which cannot be under-
stood until undertaken, ‘That this work has
been done with acuracy and Intelligence ia
now history, All credit s due to the as-
slstants and the clerical force of the office,"

The report wlao calls attentlon to the fact
that not a single Iife has been lost by ac-
cident incldent to travel in the course of
all the transvoriation to the Philippines,

In conclusion, General Corbin points out
An omisslon o the law in falling to provide
chaplains for the volunteer roglments and
recomimends that chaplains be provided for
a8 soon as possible, as the presence of ong
with each regiment is deemed YEry necoss

to an end and that not more than two pow-
| ers, and prefernbly one, should govern the
[slands. It soon developed that an agree-
ment was not likely to be reached giving
the entire group to one power, but the
chances eseemed good for an  Agreement
that two powers could divide the |slands,
thus glving A dual government in place of
the present unwleldy agreemont.

It seemed to be generally accepted by the
negotiators that the United States would
bo one of the two powers to he represented
and that the i=land of Tutulla, on which the
harbor of Pago Pago Is located, would
naturally' fall to the lot of the United Stntes,
It 18 understood that the British authorities
quite fully colncide with this view and that
while the Germane seemed to regard 1t fa-
vorably It was left open for more mature
approval by the Berlln authoritics,

In conceding this Ialand and harbor 1o ths
United States aecount was taken of the fazt
that if an agreement were reached on that
matter it would refnaln for the United States
to glve Ita approval. Omne of the remaining
lelands, Upolu, is of much value, walle the
other, Savail, 18 practically valuecless. It is
Buggested that Great Britain cede the Gil-
bert and Solomon Islands Lo Germany, the
latter retiring from Samca. The il islunds
and eome other points also have been con-
gldered during the discusslon, but thus far
Germany has not acted favorably on the
suggestion, and there bhave been evidences
that she preferred to retaln her interesta
anid mnake compensation o Great Britain,
This remains open and appears to be the
chiet polnt remaining in the way of a final
adjustment.

Tho foremoing general outline was given
today in gquarters well Informed on the gen-
eral lines of the pegotlations, although 1t
win with tho reservation that the under-
standings wero merely formative and still
open te material change.

LATE ADVICES FROM HAWAII

Three Important Documents From
Washington Are Tendered to

The merit of the
cliims is acknowledged. No individual casz2
is particularly specified. 1t is recommended
that the local government make settlement
of some sort satisfactory to the partics,

Tha second letter and one of great im-
portance, Is In relation to Minlster Damon's
trip to Italy, Thie comes directly frem the
secrotary of state to Speclal Agent Sewall.
It is understcod that the United States gov-
ernment disapproves of the mission of
Mt, Damon. Minister Damon left hero some
montna ago to enlist in Italy laborers for the
plantations, or rather to opem the way for
drawing on the northern provineces of that
country fer a portlon of the fleld labor re-
quired here.

The third letier was in relation to the title
of the minister of forelgn affulrs. The
Washington government rules that the point
Ise well taken and that the office may con-
tinue under its old title.

The auccessor to Minlster King Hlas not
been appointed as yet. The choice lies be-
tween Alexander Young and Henry E.
Cooper, the present attorney general,
